paratrooper* jumped to earth north 
of Pyongyang today under the per­ 
ron direction from the air of Gen­ 
eral MacArthur in a move to cut 
off fleeing Red force*. 
MacArthur dropped combat-test­ 
ed paratrooper* on two key com­ 
munication* centers 20 miles north 
of Pyongyang and after watching 
the drop said triumphantly: 
"The war Is very definitely com­ 
ing to an end shortly.” 
Swarms of paratroopers floated 
to earth from a 3,660-foot altitude 
as MacArthur kept a careful eye 
on the entire operation. 
MacArthur directed the dramatic
